SECTION  I. 


MORTALITY  STATISTICS. 


POPULATION. 

The  Registrar-General  estimates  that  the  population 
of  the  County  Borough  of  Salford  was  236,670  in  the 
middle  of  1907,  and  this  number — which  is  ascertained  by 
assuming  that  the  population  of  the  Borough  continues 
to  increase  at  the  same  rate  as  in  the  decennium  1891  to 
1901 — is  made  the  basis  on  which  the  various  Birth, 
Death,  and  Sickness  rates  mentioned  in  this  report  are 
calculated. 

The  male  population  is  estimated  to  be  114,388,  and 
the  female  122,282, 

The  age  distribution  of  the  population  is —

The  natural  increase  of  the  population  for  the  year, 
that  is,  the  excess  of  births  over  deaths  is  2,749  as  com¬ 
pared  with  the  estimated  increase  of  2,593. 

BIRTHS. 

There  were  6,956  births  registered  in  the  Borough  in 
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1907,  3*549  being  males  and  3,407  females,  giving  a  birth¬ 
rate  of  29-4  per  thousand  of  the  population. 

This  is  a  decrease  from  the  previous  year  of  103  births, 
or  a  reduction  in  the  birth-rate  of  0*4  per  thousand. 

The  birth-rate  for  the  76  large  towns  averaged  27-0 
and  for  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales,  26-3  ;  as  com¬ 
pared  with  29  -4  in  Salford. 

There  were  202  births  registered  as  illegitimate,  or 
2  -9  per  cent,  of  the  total  births. 

There  were  5b  illegitimate  births  in  the  first  quarter, 
62  in  the  second,  37  in  the  third,  and  47  in  the  fourth. 

Still  Births. — I  have  ascertained  from  the  Registrars 
of  the  Cemeteries  and  the  Sextons  of  other  burial  grounds 
that  the  bodies  of  259  still-born  children  have  been  buried. 
The  Midwives  notified  the  occurrence  of  136  still  births. 

DEATHS. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  Borough 
during  1907  was  4,207,  of  which  number  2,173  were 
males  and  2,034  females,  giving  a  death  rate  of  17*8  per 
thousand  of  the  population. 

There  were  1,240  deaths  in  the  first  quarter  of  the  year, 
1,114  in  the  second,  823  in  the  third,  and  1,030  in  the 

fourth. 

The  accompanying  chart  shows  the  number  of  births 
and  deaths  registered  weekly  from  all  causes,  and  from 
zymotic  diseases,  respectively. 

Acute  Lung  Diseases.— From  bronchitis,  pneu¬ 

monia,  and  pleurisy,  1,014  deaths  were  registered,  against 


Births,  Deaths  from  al!  Causes,  and  from  Zymotic 

Diseases,  in  each  week  during  1907. 
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880  for  1906,  825  for  1905,  and  910  for  1904.  From 
bronchitis  there  were  481  deaths,  giving  a  death  rate  of 
2  -o  per  1,000  persons  living,  while  from  pneumonia  there 
were  516  deaths,  giving  a  death  rate  of  2*2. 

From  respiratory  diseases  generally  there  were  144 
more  deaths  than  in  1906. 

Cancer. — There  were  168  deaths  registered  as  being 
due  to  cancer  or  malignant  disease,  giving  a  death  rate  of 
0  7  per  thousand,  as  compared  with  o  -7  of  last  year. 

Nervous  Diseases. — From  the  various  nervous  dis¬ 
eases  there  were  377  deaths,  giving  a  death  rate  of  1*6 
per  1,000,  as  compared  with  i*6  in  1906,  i*6  in  1905,  1-7 
in  1904,  and  2*1  the  average  for  the  five  years  1899  to 
1903. 

Heart  Disease. — There  were  369  deaths  from  heart, 
disease.  This  gives  a  death  rate  of  i-6  per  1,000,  com¬ 
pared  with  1*4  for  1906,  1  *6  for  1905,  1  *6  for  1904,  and 

I  *5  the  average  for  the  five  years  1899  to  1903. 

Comparison  with  Decennial  Averages. — In  Table 

II  there  will  be  found  an  interesting  comparison  of  the 
deaths  from  various  specified  causes  in  1907,  with  the 
decennial  average  number  for  the  Borough,  and  from  this 
it  will  be  seen  that  in  five  diseases  only  was  there  an 
increase,  viz.,  scarlet  fever  7,  whooping  cough  36,  heart 
disease  42,  respiratory  diseases  51,  and  urinary  diseases  10. 

The  greatest  diminution  was  in  diarrhoeal  diseases, 
which  were  247  below  the  average,  and  the  greatest  excess 
was  in  respiratory  diseases,  which  were  51  above  the 
average. 
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Phthisis,  Tubercular  Diseases,  and  Influenza. — The 

mortality  from  these  diseases  will  be  found  in  Part  II.  of 
this  report. 

Out  of  the  total  number  of  deaths  3,852  or  91-6  per 
cent,  were  certified  bv  Registered  Medical  Practitioners, 
339  or  8  -o  per  cent,  by  the  Coroner,  and  16  or  o  -4  per  cent, 
were  uncertified,  as  compared  with  92*3,  6-9,  and  o-8  per 
cent,  respectively,  the  average  for  the  ten  years  1897  to 
1906. 

Deaths  at  Various  Ages. — These  are  shown  in  detail 
in  Tables  Nos.  4,  6,  and  10. 

Comparing  the  death-rates  with  the  previous  year,  it 
is  found  that  under  five  years  of  age  the  rate  is  56-7  per 
thousand  against  61  -9  ;  from  5  to  15  years  of  age  the 
rate  is  3*2  against  3-6  ;  from  15  to  25,  3-6  against  3-5  ; 
from  25  to  65,  14-7  against  14-7;  and  over  65,  108-2 
against  108-5  Per  thousand. 

Infant  Mortality, — There  were  975  deaths  of  infants 
under  one  year  of  age,  registered  during  the  year, 
giving  a  death-rate  of  140  per  thousand  births.  This  is 
a  decrease  on  the  previous  year,  when  the  death-rate 
was  162  per  thousand  births,  and  is  considerably  under 
the  average  of  the  preceding  five  years,  which  was  162 
per  thousand  births. 

The  chief  causes  of  death  among  infants,  compared 
with  the  average  of  the  preceding  five  years  were —

The  223  deaths  from  zymotic  disease  were  principally 
due  to  diarrhoea,  71  ;  whooping  cough,  54  ;  and  tuber¬ 
culosis,  47. 

In  Table  No.  13  the  infant  mortality  rate  for  the  33 
Great  Towns  is  given,  and  Salford  is  23rd  on  the  list. 

Compared  with  the  eight  Lancashire  Towns  as  regards 
Infantile  Mortality  Salford  stands  the  lowest, the  rates  being 
Salford  140,  Liverpool  145,  Oldham  145,  Bolton  146, 
Manchester  147,  Blackburn  154,  Burnley  158,  and  Preston 

158. 


This  subject  is  specially  dealt  with  in  Section  IV.,  to 
which  the  reader  is  referred. 

Senile  Mortality. — 745  or  18  per  cent,  of  the  total 
deaths  were  those  of  persons  of  65  years  of  age  or  over, 
this  is  one  per  cent,  more  than  last  year. 

Of  these  103  were  certified  to  have  died  from  old  age, 
hi  from  heart  disease,  185  from  bronchitis,  56  from 
pneumonia,  and  98  from  brain  disease. 

Comparison  of  the  Death  Rate  in  Salford  with  that 

in  the  33  Great  Towns. — This  is  shown  in  Table  No.  13 
where  the  details  will  be  found. 

The  death  rate  for  the  year  in  the  whole  of  England 
and  Wales  was  15-0  per  thousand,  in  the  76  Great  Towns 
it  averaged  15-4,  and  in  Salford  it  was  17-8  per  thousand. 
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Classification  of  the  Causes  of  Death. — This  is  set 
out  in  full  detail  in  Table  No.  10  appended  to  this  report. 
From  this  it  is  seen  that  of  this  total  4,207  deaths  from 
all  causes,  there  were  from — 

Zymotic  diseases  1,160  deaths,  or  27*6  per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths.

Zymotic  Diseases. — The  zymotic  death  rate  for  the 
year  was  2-1  per  thousand  of  the  population,  as  com¬ 
pared  with  3*2  in  the  previous  year,  2-5  in  1905,  and  4*3 
in  1904.

Detailed  information  as  to  Zymotic  sickness  will  be 
found  in  Part  II.  of  this  report. 
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The  total  number  of  cases  of  infectious  disease 
notified  to  the  Health  Department,  under  the  Infectious 
Diseases  Notification  Act  for  the  year  1907  was  1,692 
which  is  33  less  than  in  the  previous  year  and  also  33  below 
the  average  for  the  preceding  five  years. 

There  were  1,044  cases  of  scarlet  fever,  384  of  diph¬ 
theria,  and  92  of  enteric  fever.  Full  details,  for  com¬ 
parison,  of  these  figures  with  preceding  years  will  be 
found  in  Table  No.  18. 

The  death  rate  from  the  seven  zymotics  for  the  year 
was  2*i  per  thousand,  compared  with  3-2  in  1906,  2*5  for 
1905,  4*3  f°r  T9°4>  and  2-8  for  1903.  These  figures 
include  the  deaths  from  diarrhoea,  measles,  and  whooping 
cough,  in  addition  to  the  notifiable  diseases. 

Particulars  as  to  sickness  from  the  non-notifiable 
infectious  diseases  cannot  be  given,  but  the  particulars  of 
mortality  are  as  follows  : —

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This  shows  a  marked  increase  in  the  deaths  from 
whooping  cough  and  influenza,  when  compared  with 
the  figures  for  1906  and  also  a  large  decrease  in  measles 
and  diarrhoea. 

The  accompanying  chart  shows  the  weekly  incidence 
of  the  cases  notified,  from  which  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
highest  number  in  any  one  week  was  53,  which  occurred 
in  the  42nd  week  (October),  and  the  lowest  number  was 
18  in  the  7th,  nth  and  21st  weeks  (February,  March  and 
May).  In  1906  the  highest  number  was  55  in  the  42nd 
week,  and  the  lowest  15  in  the  9th  week. 

Comparison  with  England  and  Wales,  Sc c. — The 

mortality  rates  from  scarlet  fever,  diphtheria,  whooping 
cough,  measles,  and  diarrhoea,  are  given  in  Table  No. 
23,  where  they  are  compared  with  the  similar  rates  for 
England  and  Wales,  the  76  Great  Towns,  and  London. 

SMALL  POX. 

There  were  8  cases  of  small  pox  notified  during  the 
year.  The  first  case  was  that  of  a  sailor,  notified  on  July 
12th,  who  contracted  the  disease  in  Malta. 

On  July  19th,  a  boy  aged  8J  years,  in  the  Greengate 
district,  developed  the  disease,  and  on  the  28th  of  July 
a  second  case  of  a  woman  from  the  same  house  occurred. 
On  July  21st,  a  man  in  the  Pendleton  district  was 
found  to  be  suffering  from  small  pox,  and  on  the  1st 
of  August  four  other  persons  from  the  same  house  were 
notified  as  having  developed  the  disease.  Careful  en¬ 
quiries  were  made,  and  there  can  be  110  doubt  that  all 
the  cases  arose  from  the  first  case  notified.  The  patients

SCARLET  FEVER. 

There  were  1,044  oases  of  scarlet  fever  notified  during 
1907.  This  number  is  more  by  140  than  that  for  the 
preceding  year  and  106  above  the  average  for  the  pre¬ 
ceding  five  yoars. 

The  attack  rate  is  therefore  44-1  per  10,000  of  the 
population,  as  compared  with  38-6  for  the  preceding 
year.

There  were  62  deaths,  giving  a  mortality  rate  of  5  -9 
per  cent,  of  the  cases  or  0*26  per  thousand  of  the  popula¬ 
tion. 

The  cases  were  spread  over  the  whole  year,  as  shown 
on  the  accompanying  chart,  being  most  numerous  in  the 
month  of  October,  when  there  were  114  notifications, 
and  fewest  in  February,  when  there  were  45  notifications. 
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In  respect  of  age  scarlet  fever  showed  itself  to  be 
mainly  a  disease  of  youth,  5 7  per  cent,  of  the  cases  occur¬ 
ring  between  the  ages  of  five  and  fifteen,  11  per  cent,  were 
over  fifteen  years  of  age,  and  33  per  cent,  were  children 
under  five  years  of  age.  The  mortality,  as  might  be 
expected,  is  much  the  heaviest  among  the  latter,  being 
12  »o  per  cent,  of  the  cases,  whereas  between  the  ages  of 
five  and  fifteen  and  over  fifteen  the  mortality  was  3*1 
per  cent. 

There  were  removed  to  the  Ladywell  Sanatorium  825 
cases,  or  79  per  cent,  of  the  total  cases. 

DIPHTHERIA. 

There  were  384  cases  of  diphtheria  notified  during 
1907,  compared  with  432  in  1906,  and  387  the  average  for 
the  preceding  five  years. 

There  were  74  deaths  registered  from  diphtheria, 
giving  a  death  rate  of  19  per  cent,  of  those  attacked, 
compared  with  a  death  rate  of  21  per  cent,  in  1906,  and 
an  average  for  the  preceding  five  years  of  23  per  cent.

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As  shown  on  the  accompanying  chart,  the  cases  were 
spread  over  the  whole  year,  the  numbers  ranging  from 
16  in  March  to  45  in  December. 

With  regard  to  age,  335  cases  or  87  per  cent,  were 
children  under  15  years  of  age,  and  169  cases  or  44  per 
cent,  were  children  under  five  years  of  age,  the  mortality 
amongst  the  latter  class  being  very  heavy,  the  deaths 
reaching  the  large  proportion  of  32  per  cent,  of  the  cases. 

During  the  year  1,010  specimens  were  forwarded  to 
Professor  Delepine  for  bacteriological  examination,  127 
from  medical  practitioners  and  883  from  Ladywell  Sana¬ 
torium.  Where  a  positive  result  is  obtained,  an  immediate 
and  distinct  advantage  is  gained  by  practitioner  and 
patient,  as  it  is  usually  followed  up  at  once  by  anti-toxin 
injections. 

A  negative  result  is  unfortunately  not  decisive  in 
diphtheria,  but  the  following  table  will  show  that  the 
cases  giving  a  negative  result  were  evidently  of  a  less 
serious  character. 

It  is  unfortunate  that  Practitioners  do  not  take  more 
advantage  of  the  arrangements  for  the  examination  of 
swabs  from  the  throats  of  cases  or  suspected  cases  of 
diphtheria. 

The  specimens  from  Ladywell  were  taken  for  the 
purpose  of  ascertaining  the  freedom  of  patients  from 
infection.

ENTERIC  OR  TYPHOID  FEVER. 

There  were  92  cases  of  enteric  fever  notified  during 
1907,  which  is  a  decrease  of  133  when  compared  with  1906, 
and  also  a  decrease  of  76,  the  average  of  the  preceding  five 
years.  This  gives  an  attack  rate  for  the  Borough  of 
39  per  100,000  persons  living.  Out  of  the  92  cases,  20 
died,  giving  a  mortality  rate  of  22  per  cent. 

The  cases  were  most  numerous  in  the  month  of 
January  when  there  were  16  notifications,  and  fewest 
in  May  when  there  were  3  notifications. 
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With  regard  to  age,  the  cases  were  most  numerous  in 
the  age  period  25  to  65  years,  the  number  (46)  being  50 
per  cent,  of  the  total  cases.

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PUERPERAL  FEVER. 

There  were  23  cases  of  this  disease  notified  during 
the  year. 

There  were  6,956  births  during  the  year,  so  that  the 

/ 

attack  rate  was  0*3  per  cent. 

Of  these  cases  10  died,  giving  a  mortality  rate  of  43 
per  cent. 

ERYSIPELAS, 

There  were  136  cases  of  erysipelas  during  the  year 
1907,  as  against  142  in  1906,  176  in  1905,  168  in  1904, 
161,  in  1903,  164  in  1902,  230  in  1901,  and  179  in  1900. 

There  appears  to  be  very  little  advantage  from  the 
notification  of  this  disease,  as  nothing  of  a  preventative 
nature  can  be  accoixiplished  by  the  Health  Department. 

MEASLES. 

There  were  103  deaths  from,  measles  during  the  year, 
giving  a  death  rate  of  43  per  100,000  living.  This  rate  is 
nearly  one-half  the  number  for  last  year,  which  was  79  ; 
the  numbers  for  the  preceding  five  years  being  1901,  51  ; 
1902,  68  ;  1903,  57  ;  1904,  hi  ;  and  1905,  31. 

An  arrangement  is  in  existence  with  the  officials  of 
the  Education  Committee,  who  advise  the  department  of 
every  case  of  this  disease  coming  to  their  notice.  The 
cases  are  then  visited,  and  the  parents  advised  as  to  the 
precautions  to  be  taken. 

Leaflets  are  issued  and  distributed  by  the  Health 
Visitors  pointing  out  the  dangerous  character  of  the 
disease,  and  advising  as  to  the  precautions  to  be  taken  to 
prevent  its  spread. 
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WHOOPING  COUGH. 

There  were  143  deaths  from  whooping  cough  during 
the  year,  138  of  which  occurred  among  children  under  five 
years  of  age.  The  death  rate  for  the  Borough  was  60  per 
100,000  persons  living,  as  compared  with  22  for  1906,  and 
39  the  average  for  the  past  five  years.  The  death  rate  for 
England  and  Wales  was  29  per  100,000,  and  the  average 
for  the  76  great  towns  was  35. 

DIARRHCEA. 

The  death  rate  from  diarrhoea  was  0*43  per  1,000 
living,  as  compared  with  1*46  last  year,  1-18  in  1905, 
i-6i  in  1904,  0-99  in  1903,  and  0-63  in  1902. 

EPIDEMIC  INFLUENZA. 

Fifty-seven  deaths  were  returned  as  directly  due  to 
this  cause. 

MEASURES  TAKEN  TO  PREVENT  THE  SPREAD  OF 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

Isolation. — Out  of  the  total,  1,692  cases  of  infectious 
disease  notified  during  the  year,  1,242,  or  73  per  cent, 
were  removed  to  the  Ladywell  Sanatorium,  and  Drink- 
water  Park  and  there  isolated. 

Disinfection. — All  infected  bedding  has  been  stoved 
in  the  steam  disinfector. 

During  the  year  12  schools  were  disinfected,  in  con¬ 
sequence  of  the  prevalence  of  scarlet  fever,  diphtheria, 
enteric  fever,  and  measles. 

Bacteriology. — 304  specimens  in  suspected  cases  of 
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enteric  fever,  diphtheria,  and  phthisis  have  been  sent  to 
Professor  Delepine,  of  the  Owens  College,  for  examination, 
and  the  following  is  the  result  of  the  work  done  during 
the  year  1907  : — 

Enteric  Fever. — 91  examinations  made,  positive 
reactions  obtained  29,  or  31-9  per  cent. 

Diphtheria.-  -127  examinations  made,  and  the  specific 
baccilli  were  found  in  47  cases,  or  37  -o  per  cent.

General  Work  of  the  Health 

Department 
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Department. 


The  staff  of  the  Department  consists  of  an  Assistant 
Medical  Officer,  a  Veterinary  Surgeon,  and  16  Inspectors, 
including  two  Female  Inspectors.  There  are  also  nine 
Female  Visitors  working  jointly  with  this  Department  and 
the  Ladies’  Health  Society. 

Systematic  Inspection  and  Abatement  of  Nuisances. — 

The  systematic  inspection  of  the  Borough  was  conducted 
during  the  year  1907,  on  the  same  lines  as  in  previous 
years,  and  with  satisfactory  results.  The  result  of  the 
inspections  may  be  gathered  from  a  perusal  of  the  ‘  'Regis¬ 
ter  of  Work  Done,”  which  is  to  be  found  at  the  end  of 
this  section  of  the  report.  It  shows  that  the  number 
of  complaints  received  at  the  office  of  the  Department 
was  3,352,  as  compared  with  2,677  received  in  1906  ; 
also  that  12,492  dwelling-houses  were  inspected  during 
the  year,  and  that  41  cases  of  overcrowding  were  abated. 
975  house-drains  were  repaired,  4,406  were  reconstructed, 
512  properly  trapped,  8  waste  pipes  disconnected 
from  drains,  also  75  rain-water  pipes.  In  respect  to 
water-closets,  3,095  new  ones  were  provided,  and  2  soil 
pipes  were  ventilated.  173  houses  were  closed  as  unfit 
for  human  habitation,  338  seizures  were  made  of  meat 
unfit  for  food,  which  included  animals  that  had  died  in 
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transit  to  the  market,  and  890  samples  of  food  were 
purchased  for  the  purpose  of  analysis.

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Common  Lodging  Houses. — There  were  34  Common 
Lodging  Houses  on  the  register  at  the  end  of  the  year, 
including  the  Model  Lodging  House  in  Bloom  Street, 
5  are  in  Crescent  Ward,  12  in  Islington,  1  in  Ordsall,  1  in 
St.  Matthias,  1  in  St.  Paul’s,  3  in  St.  Thomas,’  1  in  Trafford, 
and  10  in  Trinity  Wards. 

These  houses  contain  21 1  rooms,  with  1,393  beds. 
The  average  number  of  beds  occupied  per  night  were 
1,031  males  and  9  females. 

1,891  inspections  were  made  during  the  day-time, 
and  7  in  the  night-time. 

There  were  2  prosecutions  for  keeping  Common 
Lodging  Houses  in  a  dirty  condition,  and  fines  amounting 
to  £1  10s.  and  costs  were  imposed. 

Houses  Sub-let  in  Lodgings. 

There  are  348  houses  let  in  apartments  in  the 
Borough.  These  contain  1,174  rooms,  75  houses  were 
registered  during  the  year  and  59  were  discontinued. 

Seamen’s  Lodging  Houses. 

There  are  23  Seamen’s  Lodging  Houses  in  the  Borough, 
containing  109  rooms  and  279  beds,  which  is  an  increase 
of  3  as  compared  with  the  previous  year. 

The  Bye-Laws  in  force  regulating  these  houses  have 
been  carried  out. 

1,292  visits  have  been  made  during  the  day-time, 
and  49  visits  during  the  night-time. 
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Five  cases  were  heard  before  the  Magistrates  for 
keeping  unlicensed  Seamen’s  Lodging  Houses,  and  3  were 
fined  in  all  £5  6s.,  one  case  was  withdrawn  and  one  dis¬ 
missed.  One  case  was  heard  for  permitting  a  Seamen’s 
Lodging  House  to  be  overcrowded,  and  a  fine  of  20s.  and 
costs  inflicted. 

WORKSHOPS. 

Systematic  inspection  of  the  workshops  in  the 
Borough  has  been  carried  on  by  the  District  Inspectors 
and  the  Lady  Inspector  of  Workshops. 

The  sanitation  of  the  workshops  is  on  the  whole  good. 

In  many  of  the  larger  workshops,  it  has  been  necessary 
to  give  instructions  to  the  manager  as  to  the  necessity  of 
maintaining  efficient  ventilation  ;  in  several  of  these,  at 
the  request  of  the  manager  or  owner,  the  employees  have 
been  addressed  on  the  subject,  with  good  results. 

Several  cases  of  overcrowding  have  occurred,  and 
many  workshops  are  being  kept  under  observation  with  a 
view  to  ascertaining  if  there  is  overcrowding  during 
overtime. 

As  regards  cleanliness,  Notices  have  been  issued, 
where  necessary,  under  the  Factory  and  Workshop  Act, 
and  there  is  a  great  improvement  in  this  respect. 

In  several  workshops  in  which  articles  of  food  w7ere 
being  manufactured  under  insanitary  conditions,  the 
employ  es  and  occupiers  were  cautioned,  and  the  defects 
remedied  without  further  proceedings. 

Re  OUTWORKERS. 

The  women  outworkers’  premises  have  been  inspected 
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during  the  year  by  the  Lady  Inspector  of  Workshops, 
and  those  in  which  men  are  at  work,  by  the  District 
Inspectors. 

The  work  of  dealing  with  the  premises  in  which  the 
worker  is  also  house  keeper  is  of  necessity  somewhat 
difficult,  as  owing  to  trade  conditions  the  bulk  of  the 
worker  s  time  must  be  given  to  her  trade  ;  under  these 
circumstances  the  housekeeping  naturally  suffers. 

The  women  are  always  willing  to  listen  to  advice, 
however,  and  there  is  a  noticeable  improvement  in  each 
case  on  a  subsequent  visit  being  paid. 

Where  phthisis  has  occurred  in  outworkers’  premises 
special  instructions  have  been  given  to  safeguard  against 
possible  contamination  of  the  work  ;  these  have  been 
in  all  cases  followed  out.

Milkshops. — There  were  622  milkshops  on  the  register 
at  the  end  of  1907.  80  were  discontinued  during  tire 

year,  and  86  newly  registered.  946  visits  were  made 
during  the  year.  Ten  cases  of  scarlet  fever  and  two  of 
diphtheria  occurred  in  milkshops  during  1907.  These 
were  removed  to  the  Sanatorium,  and  precautions  taken 
to  prevent  the  spread  of  disease. 


Microscopic  Examination  of  Milk. — Twelve  samples  of 
milk  were  tested  microscopically  at  the  Public  Health 
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Laboratory,  and  in  two  cases  it  was  found  necessary  to 
communicate  with  the  farmers  calling  their  attention  to 
the  unclean  conditions  of  the  milk. 

Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs. — 890  samples  have  been 
purchased  for  analysis  during  the  year,  and  only  0-5  per 
cent,  of  those  proved  to  be  adulterated.  376  of  these 
samples  were  obtained  in  an  unofficial  manner  in  order  to 
find  out  fraudulent  dealers,  especially  in  the  sale  of  butter 
and  margarine. 

Shop  Hours  Acts.— The  number  of  shops  on  the 
register  was  489,  a  decrease  of  16. 

There  were  760  young  persons  under  18  years  of  age 
on  the  register,  namely,  696  males  and  64  females. 
Cautions  have  been  given  in  21  instances. 

SMOKE  NUISANCE. 

Particulars  as  to  smoke  nuisances  caused  by  firms 
during  the  year  1907,  and  dealt  with  by  the  Health  Com¬ 
mittee — 

43  notices  were  issued  under  the  Public  Health 
Act. 

19  firms  were  summoned  by  the  Health  Committee 
for  smoke  nuisance  during  the  year,  1907, 
and  fined  in  the  aggregate  £24  10s. 

Locomotive  engines  on  the  Ship  Canal  have  been  the 
cause  of  nuisance,  and  one  Company  was  summoned 
and  fined  £3  and  costs  for  permitting  dense  smoke  there¬ 
from. 
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During  the  year  1907  3,906  smoke  observations  have 
been  made,  as  against  3,662  in  the  year  1906,  and  3,342 
in  the  year  1905. 

709  stokers  and  others  were  cautioned  by  the  In¬ 
spector  for  negligence  in  firing  the  furnaces  under  their 
charge  ;  at  the  same  time  90  firms  were  reported  to  and 
dealt  with  by  the  Health  Committee  ;  also  709  cautionary 
notices  were  issued  to  firms  with  a  table  of  smoke  observa¬ 
tions  taken  from  their  chimneys.

Diseases  of  Animals. — No  case  of  Foot  and  Mouth 
Disease,  Pleuro-Pneumonia,  Glanders  or  Rabies  occurred 
in  the  Borough  during  the  year  1907. 


Anthrax. — No  case  of  Anthrax  in  Animals  has 
occurred  within  the  Borough,  but  a  cattle  dealer  was 
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removed  from  the  Boat  “Bostonia/’  on  2nd  March,  IQ07, 
to  the  Salford  Royal  Hospital  and  died  there. 

Swine  Fever. — There  was  one  outbreak  of  Swine 
Fever  during  the  year.  Two  pigs  died,  and  seven  were 
slaughtered  by  the  Board  of  Agriculture.  The  carcases 
were  all  destroyed  in  the  destructor. 

Parasitic  Mange. — There'  were  four  outbreaks  of 
this  disease,  nine  horses  being  affected. 

Slaughter  Houses. — There  were  19  slaughter  houses 
in  use  during  1907,  being  one  less  than  in  the  previous 
year.  These  have  been  regularly  inspected  by  the 
Veterinary  Inspector  and  the  District  Inspectors. 

Shippons. — There  were  12  shippons — accommodating 
252  cows — in  use  in  the  year  1907,  which  is  the  same 
number  as  in  1906.  These  have  been  kept  under  observa¬ 
tion. 


Pig  Keeping, — It  has  not  been  found  necessary  to 
take  any  proceedings  for  the  removal  of  pigs  kept  in  the 
Borough  during  1907.  Pig-keeping  is  on  the  decrease 
in  Salford.

WORK  OF  THE  LADY  HEALTH  VISITORS. 

There  is  a  staff  of  n  Lady  Health  Visitors,  paid 
partly  by  the  Manchester  and  Salford  Ladies  Health 
Society  and  partly  by  the  Corporation.  Their  work  is 
supervised  by  Lady  Superintendents  who  kindly  give 
their  services,  and  by  a  Lady  Inspector  to  whom  they 
report  week  by  week. 

Much  has  been  done  by  the  Lady  Inspectors  in  the 
course  of  their  inspections,  in  giving  advice  as  regards 
health  and  cleanliness,  and  with  very  satisfactory  results. 

Mothers  have  been  addressed  at  their  meetings  on 
such  topics  as  “  Infant  feeding  and  the  Care  of  the  Child,” 
“  Health  in  the  Home,”  “  The  Functions  of  the  Blood,” 
“  Epidemic  Diarrhoea.” 

Practical  demonstrations  have  been  given  on 
“Poultice-making,”  “The  use  of  Compresses,”  “The  best 
methods  of  changing  the  Bedding  of  a  Sick  Person,” 
“  The  making  of  Beef-Tea  and  Barley  Water.” 

Meetings  of  working-girls  have  been  addressed  on 
such  subjects  as  “  Health  in  the  Workshop  ”  and 
“  Personal  Hygiene.” 
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Continued  requests  for  such  addresses  give  evidence 
that  they  are  much  appreciated. 

During  the  year  successful  efforts  have  been  made  to 
induce  mothers  to  purchase  fire-guards  in  the  hope  of 
diminishing  the  number  of  accidents. 

The  following  is  a  copy  of  the  instructions  given  to 
the  Lady  Health  Visitors  : — 

i. — They  are  to  visit  the  houses  in  their  districts, 
spending  the  whole  day  in  such  visits. 

In  visiting  a  house,  a  proper  sanitary  examination 
should  be  made,  and  its  condition  as  to  the  undermen¬ 
tioned  matters  carefully  ascertained,  and  where  they  are 
unsatisfactory  notice  must  be  sent  at  once  to  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health. 

(A)  Cleanliness  of  Walls,  Ceilings,  and  Floors.  The 

Visitor  must  use  every  endeavour  to  persuade  the  tenants 
to  keep  their  houses  clean,  and  where  the  walls  are  dirty 
get  the  tenant  to  limewash  them  (lime  and  brushes 
supplied)  ;  (B)  Whether  walls,  ceilings  or  floors  are  damp  ; 
(C)  Whether  ceilings  are  bulging  in  such  a  manner  as  to 
be  dangerous  ;  (D)  Whether  the  slopstone  is  against  an 
outside  wall,  and  its  waste  pipe  properly  cut  off  from  the 
drain  inlet ;  (E)  That  no  drain  inlet  shall  be  inside  the 
house,  and  that  it  is  clear  and  clean  ;  (F)  That  privies, 
pail  and  water-closets  are  kept  clean  and  properly 
flushed  ;  (G)  That  all  vegetable  and  animal  refuse  is 

burnt  and  not  thrown  into  the  ashtub  or  midden  ;  (H) 
That  the  house  is  not  overcrowded. 
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A  full  sized  cottage  bedroom  should  not  be  occupied 
by  more  than  three  adults.  A  person  over  12  years  of 
age  is  considered  an  adult  ;  two  children  under  12  are 
considered  to  be  equal  to  one  adult. 

This  inspection  of  the  house  must  fee  combined  with 
the  invitation  to  the  Mothers’  Meetings  and  other  duties 
performed  for  the  Lady  Superintendents,  and  a  separate 
round  of  visits  must  not  be  made  for  these  purposes. 

It  is  advisable  to  visit  frequently  and  pay  special 
attention  to  the  lower  parts  of  the  district,  the  respectable 
and  cleanly  may  be  left  to  themselves. 

2.  — The  tenants  must  be  taught  the  value  of  fresh 
air,  and  persuaded  to  open  their  windows  and  get  their 
rooms  well  ventilated.  They  should  be  taught  the  value 
of  personal  cleanliness. 

3.  — Where  Infectious  Disease  exists  (especially 
Measles  and  Whooping  Cough)  the  necessity  of  isolation 
must  be  insisted  upon,  and  advice  given  about  the  proper 
care  of  the  sick. 

4.  — Where  sickness  of  another  kind  exists  advice 
should  be  given  as  to  nursing,  and  where  nursing  assistance 
is  required,  the  District  Nurses’  Association  should  be 
communicated  with.  It  is  no  part  of  the  Health  Visitor’s 
duty  to  act  as  a  District  Nurse  or  Parish  Visitor. 

5.  — Where  the  Visitor  receives  information  from  any 
home  as  to  the  birth  of  an  infant,  to  visit  the  house,  and 
give  advice  as  to  its  feeding  and  clothing.  The  birth 
should  be  entered  in  the  book  supplied  for  the  purpose. 
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Where  no  objection  is  made  the  house  should  be 
revisited  at  intervals,  the  length  of  which  will  depend 
on  the  character  of  the  mother. 

Where  she  is  clean,  sensible,  and  appears  to  be  looking 
properly  after  her  child,  once  every  two  months  is  quite 
sufficient ;  but  when  on  the  contrary  the  child  is  seriously 
neglected,  visits  may  be  required  dailv,  or  even  oftener, 
for  a  time.

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INFANT  MORTALITY: 

The  most  remarkable  feature  in  the  vital  statistics 
for  Salford  for  the  20  years  ending  1900,  was  the  increase 
in  infant  mortality,  notwithstanding  the  steady  decrease 
in  the  general  death  rate. 

Thus,  in  1881,  the  infant  mortality  was  163  per 
1,000  ; 

in  1891  it  had  reached  194  per  1,000  ; 
and  in  1899  it  reached  211  per  1,000. 

In  1899  the  Health  Visitors,  employed  by  the  Ladies’ 
Health  Society,  and  who  are  partly  paid  by  the  Corpora¬ 
tion,  were  instructed  to  pay  special  attention  to  the 
feeding  and  care  of  infants  in  their  respective  districts, 
and  in  1902  the  whole  of  the  Greengate  District,  where 
the  mortality  was  the  highest,  was  systematically  kept 
under  observation,  and  the  figures  in  Table  I.  indicate 
the  beneficial  results  that  have  followed  this  work.

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Thus,  whereas  in  1902,  the  infant  death  rate  in  Green- 
gate  was  178  as  compared  with  157  for  the  whole  of  the 
Borough,  in  1907,  it  was  brought  down  to  121,  as  against 
140. 


The  methods  of  feeding  have  been  divided  into  four 
sections,  namely  : — 

1.  Breast  fed. 

2.  Breast  with  other  milk  or  food. 

3.  Fresh  Cows’  milk. 

4.  Other  foods  (including  all  condensed  milks). 

It  has  been  ascertained  that  the  majority  of  the 
children  were  breast  fed,  thus  in  1904,  the  Health  Com¬ 
mittee  were  desirous  of  making  an  experiment  of  pro¬ 
viding  sterilized  milk  for  at  least  100  children,  and  an 
inquiry  was  made  into  the  feeding  of  1,595  infants.  It 
was  found  that  only  156,  or  9-8  per  cent.,  were  fed 
artificially,  and  as  these  were  scattered  in  different  parts 
of  the  town,  the  experiment  was  not  carried  out. 

Early  in  1904,  fresh  cards  were  issued  on  the  feeding 
of  infants,  both  Breast  Fed  and  Artificially  Fed  and  there 
has  been  a  considerably  greater  demand  for  the  instruc¬ 
tions  on  Breast  Feeding  than  for  those  on  Artificial 
Feeding. 

Table  B  shows  the  proportion  of  Breast  Fed  and 
Artificially  Fed  children  during  the  six  years.  The 
evidence  again  is  that  the  larger  proportion  of  the 
children  are  breast  fed. 
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During  the  winter  of  1904,  when  the  trade  depression 
was  great  the  Health  Visitors  were  often  informed  that 
Breast  Feeding  had  been  adopted  as  it  was  cheaper. 

Copies  of  the  Cards  issued  on  the  Feeding  of  Infants 
are  appended  to  this  report.  (Appendix  I.) 

There  were  38  illegitimate  children  among  the  968 
observed.  Of  these  9  died,  8  removed  out  of  the  district 
and  were  lost  sight  of,  and  21  lived  to  the  age  of  12 
months. 

The  Visitors  again  report  that  there  is  increased 
willingness  on  the  part  of  mothers  to  accept  their  instruc¬ 
tions,  and  carry  them  out.  Three  new  Districts  have  been 
opened  during  the  year,  and  I  hope  another  one  will  be 
opened  in  1908.  This  work  promises  so  well  that  there 
is  every  encouragement  to  extend  it. 

Of  the  1 18  deaths  in  1907,  54  occurred  in  the  first 
three  months  of  life,  24  occurring  in  the  first  month.  It 
is  verv  doubtful  whether  we  shall  ever  be  able  to  influence 
materially  those  occurring  in  the  first  month  of  life, 
except  by  advising  the  mother  as  to  the  care  of  her  health 
during  pregnancy,  most  of  these  deaths  being  primarily 
due  to  the  debilitated  condition  of  the  child  at  birth.

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TUBERCULOSIS. 

During  the  year  1907  there  were  535  deaths  from 
phthisis  and  other  tubercular  diseases. 

In  every  case  of  death  from  phthisis  the  house  is 
visited,  and  consent  to  thorough  disinfection  is  requested. 
Disinfection  is  then  carried  out  free  of  charge.  Leaflets 
of  precautions  to  be  taken  have  been  supplied  to  all  the 
medical  men  with  a  request  that  they  would  give  them  to 
their  patients,  and  the  lady  visitors  have  visited  the 
houses  of  the  sick,  and  given  instructions  as  to  the  best 
methods  of  preventing  the  spread  of  the  disease. 

To  assist  in  the  diagnosis  of  difficult  cases  the  Com¬ 
mittee  have  also  arranged  for  the  examination  of  speci¬ 
mens  of  sputum,  &c.,  free  of  charge  to  the  medical  prac¬ 
titioners. 

There  were  86  specimens  examined  bacteriologically 
during  the  year.

In  December,  1898,  the  special  attention  of  the  Health 
Committee  was  called  to  the  prevention  of  Phthisis  by  a 
very  influential  deputation  of  the  Manchester  and  Salford 
Sanitary  Association.  The  matter  was  considered  by  the

Committee  at  several  subsequent  meetings,  and  it  was 
finally  decided  to  postpone  any  action  until  the  result  of 
the  experiment,  which  was  being  mad '  in  Manchester, 
could  be  seen. 

In  1901,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  submitted  a 
further  report,  detailing  the  probable  expense  of  dealing 
with  Phthisis  by  the  isolation  of  advanced  cases,  the 
treatment  of  earl y  cases  in  a  sanatorium,  inspection,  dis¬ 
infection,  &c.  This  he  estimated  would  cost  at  least 
£20,000  per  annum. 

The  Committee  did  not  feel  justified  in  suggesting 
such  an  expense  to  the  Council,  and  the  matter  was 
allowed  to  drop. 

It  was  further  discussed  at  times  in  1904  and  1905, 
the  Committee  feeling  the  great  importance  of  doing 
anything  that  gave  reasonable  promise  of  success  at  a 
reasonable  expense. 

In  September,  1906,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
submitted  a  further  report  modifying  the  scheme  first 
suggested  to  the  one  now  before  the  Council. 

A  Sub-Committee  was  formed  and  met  several  times, 
discussing  the  matter  in  all  its  bearings,  and  finally  sub¬ 
mitted  the  following  report  to  the  Health  Committee, 
advising  the  adoption  of  the  scheme  suggested,  namely  : — 

There  are  about  400  deaths  annually  in  Salford  from 
Phthisis,  and  as  this  disease  may  be  definitely  classed  as 
Infectious  and  Preventible,  it  is  most  desirable  that  any 
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measures  that  offer  a  reasonable  promise  of  reducing  this 
very  serious  drain  on  the  population  should  be  adopted. 

The  various  measures  which  appear  most  likely  to 
influence  the  Phthisis  death  rate  are  : — 

1.  Improvement  in  housing  and  general  health  con¬ 
ditions. 

This  has  received  the  very  close  attention  of  the 
Health  Committee  for  many  years,  and  the  Phthisis 
death  rate  has  dropped  from  26  per  10,000  in  1885  to  14 
per  10,000  in  1905. 

2.  Assistance  to  the  Medical  Practitioner  in  the 
diagnosis  of  the  disease  by  the  provision  of  facilities  for 
the  bacteriological  examination  of  sputum. 

This  has  been  done  in  Salford  for  several  years,  but 
with  a  system  of  notification  would  become  much  heavier, 
and  would  probably  cost  £100  per  annum. 

3.  Disinfection  of  premises ,  and  clothing  of  infected 
persons. 

This  has  been  carried  out  free  of  cost  wherever 
requested,  and  has  been  offered  in  every  case  of  death 
from  Phthisis. 

4.  Notification  of  cases  of  Phthisis  by  Medical 
Practitioners. 

This  may  be  compulsory  or  voluntary.  Sheffield  has 
a  private  Act  of  Parliament  providing  for  compulsory 
notification,  and  several  towns  have  a  system  of  voluntary 
notification. 
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Notification  in  some  form  is  absolutely  necessary  if 
any  active  measures  are  to  be  taken  to  diminish  infection, 
and  it  is  now  proposed  to  adopt  a  system  of  voluntary 
notification,  paying  a  fee  of  2s.  6d.  per  case  for  all  cases 
notified.  On  the  average  a  case  of  Phthisis  runs  about 
4  years,  so  that  there  are  roughly  about  1,600  cases 
always  existing,  and  estimating  that  half  of  these  will  be 
notified  the  cost  for  the  first  year  would  be  Pioo. 

5.  Inspection  and  advice  to  suffer  ers,  with  the  object 
of  preventing  them  from  spreading  infection. 

This  naturally  follows,  and  cannot  be  done  without 
notification.  It  would  entail  the  appointment  of  a 
Medical  Inspector  at  £ 200  per  annum,  and  an  increase  in 
the  staff  and  expenses  of  the  Disinfecting  Department, 
which  would  probably  cost  about  £150  per  annum. 

6.  The  provision  of  a  small  hospital  where  sufferers 
might  be  treated  for  a  few  weeks ,  with  the  object  of  teaching 
and  practically  training  them  in  the  methods  of  preventing 
the  spread  of  infection. 

It  is  proposed  to  provide  a  small  hospital  in  one  of 
the  empty  large  houses  in  the  Borough  which  would 
accommodate  about  eight  patients.  It  is  estimated  that 
this  might  be  done  at  a  cost  of  £1,000  per  annum,  it 
being  the  duty  of  the  special  medical  inspector  to  take 
charge  of  this  hospital.  For  the  first  year  a  further 
expense  of  about  £600  for  necessary  alterations  and 
furnishing  would  probably  be  necessary. 

This  is  now  being  done  in  several  towns,  and  appears 
to  promise  the  best  results  for  the  amount  of  money 
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expended  of  any  of  the  measures  which  can  be  adopted, 
other  than  that  named  as  No.  1  in  this  report. 

7.  The  provision  of  a  hospital  for  the  isolation  of 
cases  in  the  last  stage  of  the  disease. 

This  would  cost  a  large  sum,  and  is  not  contemplated 
at  the  present  time.  The  Union  Hospital  partly  fulfils 
this  requirement. 

8.  The  provision  of  a  Sanatorium  for  early  cases  in 
the  hope  of  curing  a  considerable  proportion  of  them. 

Large  sums  have  been  spent  on  this  kind  of  provision 
in  some  towns. 

Glasgow,  for  instance,  has  given  £10,500  for  this 
purpose  to  the  National  Association  for  the  Prevention  of 
Consumption.

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A  Resolution  was  adopted  by  the  Council  approving 
of  the  system  of  Voluntary  Notification  of  Phthisis,  and 
also  approving  of  the  institution  of  a  small  Hospital  for 
education  purposes. 

Notification  was  at  once  put  in  force,  and  the  system 
adopted  as  indicated  in  the  following  Circular,  which  was 
issued  to  the  Medical  Practitioners  in  the  Borough.

“  Notification  of  Phthisis. 

“  Sir, 

“  I  am  instructed  by  the  Health  Committee 
“  to  inform  you  that  they  have  adopted  a  system  of 
“  Voluntary  Notification  of  Phthisis  and  that  they

“  by  Private  Practitioners  and  is.  for  each  case  reported 
“  from  Public  Institutions. 

“  In  order  to  encourage  the  reporting  of  all  cases,

“  (a)  On  the  Blue  Card  enclosed,  when  the  Depart- 
“  ment  will  not  interfere  in  any  way  with 
“  the  patient ;

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The  object  of  adopting  two  forms  of  notification  was, 
if  possible,  to  obtain  complete  statistical  information  as 
to  the  presence  of  Phthisis  in  the  Borough. 

It  will  indeed  take  some  time  for  this  to  get  in  thorough 
working  order,  but  from  July  14th  to  the  end  of  the  year, 
356  notifications  were  received. 

Of  these,  143  were  to  be  visited  by  the  Officials  of 
this  Department  and  213  were  not  to  be  visited. 

Cards  of  instructions  were  sent  to  the  medical 
practitioners  in  these  latter  cases  with  the  request  that 
they  would  hand  them  to  the  patients  or  the  patients’ 
friends. 

The  tables  A,  B  and  C  show  the  age  and  sex  distribu¬ 
tion  of  the  cases,  their  occupation,  and  particulars  as  to 
the  length  of  their  illness. 

Of  the  356  cases,  81  have  died  during  the  year,  and 
in  most  cases  the  house  has  been  disinfected. 

It  is  rather  surprising  to  find  that  the  necessity  for 
disinfection  seems  to  be  better  appreciated  among  the 
poor  than  among  the  middle  class  patients.  This  may 
be  due  to  a  greater  objection  to  official  interference,  but 
whatever  the  cause,  it  is  certainly  a  great  mistake. 

Appended  to  this  report  (Appendix  IT.)  is  a  copy  of 
the  card  which  is  distributed  to  the  patients  and  their 
friends. 
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The  Resolution  of  the  Council  with  respect  to  the 
institution  of  a  small  education  hospital  has  not  yet  been 
acted  upon  as  the  Health  Committee  have  not  been  in  a 
position  to  meet  the  necessary  cost. 

A  further  step,  however,  has  been  taken  by  the  reten¬ 
tion  of  five  beds  in  the  Crossley  Sanatorium^  Kingswood, 
near  Frodshanp  for  the  treatment  of  patients  from 
Salford,  at  a  cost  of  £260  per  year.

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MIDWIVES  ACT. 

The  total  number  of  Births  during  1907  was  6,596, 
of  these  5,047,  or  76  *5  per  cent.,  were  attended  by  midwives 
and  1,549,  or  23’5  Per  cenh;  by  medical  practitioners. 

There  were  23  cases  of  puerperal  fever  notified  during 
the  year,  of  which  12  occurred  in  the  practice  of  midwives. 
These  were  thoroughly  inquired  into,  and  every  care 
taken  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  disease. 

There  was  no  evidence  in  any  case  to  lead  to  the 
belief  that  carelessness  or  ignorance  on  the  part  of  the 
midwife  had  caused  the  disease. 

During  the  year,  two  midwives  were  suspended  from 
practice  ;  one  for  neglecting  to  take  the  temperature  of 
her  patients  on  three  separate  occasions,  she  was  also 
reported  to  the  Central  Midwives  Board ;  the  other  for 
failing  to  notify  the  Authority  that  she  had  called  in 
medical  aid.

MEDICAL  INSPECTION  OF  SCHOOLS. 


Schools  are  visited  regularly,  and  children  quickly 
inspected.  Children  suffering  from  physical  or  mental 
defects  are  examined.  The  attention  of  the  Medical  In¬ 
spector  is  drawn  also  to  these  cases  by  the  teachers. 

If  a  more  detailed  examination  seems  necessary,  the 
parents  are  invited  to  bring  the  child  to  the  Education 
Department. 

If,  as  a  result  of  this  detailed  examination,  it  is 
decided  that  medical  treatment  is  required,  the  parents 
are  advised  to  go  to  medical  men,  either  private  or 
hospital. 

No  persons  are  advised  to  go  to  hospital  unless  their 
circumstances  are  such  as  to  make  them  suitable  objects 
of  charity. 

There  is  no  difficulty  in  the  majority  of  cases  in 
obtaining  the  co-operation  of  the  parents,  lack  of  know¬ 
ledge  or  means  being  the  more  common  obstacle  in  the 
way  of  obtaining  medical  treatment,  rather  than  mere 
inertia. 
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The  case  may  be  of  such  a  nature  that  a  modification 
of  school  attendance  or  school  curricula  is  needed,  rather 
than  medical  treatment.  Of  these  the  teachers  are 
informed. 

In  a  course  of  lectures  given  to  the  teachers,  the 
cases  which  they  ought  to  recognise  and  refer  for  medical 
examination,  were  dealt  with.  This  had  led  to  an 
increase  in  the  number  of  cases  dealt  with,  and  to  the 
selection  of  more  suitable  cases. 

The  attendance  slips  are  used  for  recording  the  results 
of  medical  inspections. 

The  Nurse  now  refers  cases,  and  her  work  in  the 
schools  is  likely  to  increase  the  number  of  cases  to  be 
examined — especially  dirty  children.

SCHOOL  NURSE. 

A  Nurse  has  been  appointed  to  assist  in  the  inspection 
of  the  children. 

Her  main  duty  has  been  the  detection  of  Pediculosis, 
and  assisting  at  the  special  examination  of  children  and 
teachers. 

Already  a  distinct  improvement  in  the  cleanliness 
of  the  children  is  observable  in  the  schools  where  she  has 
been  working. 

I  have  considered  it  better  to  accompany  the  Nurse 
on  all  her  first  visits  to  the  schools. 
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The  Nurse  examines  carefully  the  hair,  heads,  bodies, 
and  clothes  of  the  children. 

Instructions  are  given  to  those  children  who  are 
dirty. 

Special  lessons  in  Hygiene  are  given  after  the  visit 
of  the  Doctor  and  Nurse,  in  which  the  proper  way  to 
comb  and  brush  the  hair,  &c.,  is  dealt  with. 

The  names  and  addresses  of  very  dirty  children 
are  given  to  the  School  Attendance  Officer,  who  calls  and 
invites  the  parents  to  come — together  with  the  children — 
to  the  Education  Office.  The  parents  are  there  shown 
how  to  clean  properly  the  children.  They  continue  in 
attendance  at  the  Education  Office  until  the  child  is  fit 
to  go  to  school. 

There  are  twelve  Health  Visistors  in  connection 
with  the  Health  Department.  These  Health  Visitors  are 
constantly  visiting  homes  of  the  poorest  class.  It  seems 
possible  to  associate  the  Health  Visitors  with  the  work  of 
the  Nurse.  It  has  been  arranged  for  the  Nurse  to  give 
instructions  to  these  women  on  the  methods  of  cleaning 
children,  &c.

During  the  years  1904-1907,  371  girls  and  99  boys, 
making  a  total  of  470,  have  been  examined  separately 
for  Bursaries  and  Pupil  Teacherships.  Altogether  637 
examinations  have  been  made,  many  of  them  being 
examined  twice.

APPENDIX  I. 

Directions 

For  the  Management  of  Infants.  (Breast  Fed). 


Washing  and  Clothing. 

Babies  should  be  washed  all  over  daily  with  warm 
water. 

They  should  be  lightly  and  warmly  clad,  especially 
during  the  night. 

Clothing  should  be  woollen  or  flannel.  Stockings 
should  come  well  up  the  legs,  the  dress  have  long  sleeves 
and  fit  well  into  the  neck.  Flannelette  should  not  be 
used  unless  guaranteed  to  be  unburnable. 

Air  ?and  Exercise. 

Fresh  air  is  constantly  needed.  Take  them  out 
whenever  the  weather  is  fine.  Open  the  windows  at 
least  twice  a  day. 


Sleep. 

Babies  require  plenty  of  sleep.  Up  to  three  years 
old  a  morning  and  afternoon  sleep  at  fixed  hours  is  neces¬ 
sary.  Accustom  them  to  going  to  bed  while  yet  awake, 
and  avoid  nursing  them  to  sleep  in  the  arms.  If  possible 
the  child  should  sleep  in  a  cot  by  itself. 
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On  no  account  give  Soothing  Syrups  or  Teething 
Powders. 


Suckling. 

The  mothers’  milk  is  the  natural  food  of  infants  up 
to  seven  months.  If  the  mother  has  plenty  of  breast  milk 
no  other  food  should  be  given. 

Up  to  six  weeks  old  the  child  should  be  suckled  everv 
two  hours  during  the  day,  and  every  four  hours  during  the 
night. 

From  six  weeks  to  three  months  old,  every  2J  hours 
during  the  day,  once  during  the  night. 

From  three  months  to  six  months  old,  every  three 
hours  during  the  day. 

From  six  to  seven  months  old,  every  3J  hours  during 
the  day,  then  gradually  begin  to  wean,  ending  by  the 
ninth  month. 

On  no  account  keep  the  baby  at  the  breast  after  it  is 
twelve  months  old  ;  to  do  so  weakens  the  mother  and 
child. 

Mothers  are  warned  against  taking  malt  liquors  in 
order  to  increase  the  amount  of  breast  milk. 

Weaning. 

When  the  child  has  reached  the  age  of  seven  months 
it  should  have  hve  meals  a  day,  three  of  which  should  be 
of  milk  thickened  with  biscuits,  oat  meal,  or  well -boiled 
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bread.  The  two  other  meals  should  consist  of  twelve 
tablespoonfuls  of  milk  only.  From  nine  months  the 
yolk  of  an  egg  or  a  little  beef  tea  may  be  added  to  the 
diet. 


It  is  not  advisable  to  wean  the  infant  during  the 
months  of  July,  August,  and  September,  as  the  change 
of  food  during  those  months  may  bring  on  Diarrhoea. 

Young  babies  should  not  have  cornflour,  bread, 
arrowroot,  sago,  rusks,  or  any  starchy  food,  and  it  is  a 
great  mistake  to  give  children  under  two  years  old  “ just 
what  you  have  yourselves 

Do  not  think  that  when  a  child  cries  it  is  hungry  ; 
it  is  sometimes  owing  to  overfeeding. 

Mothers  should  take  great  care  to  keep  the  breasts 
and  nipples  clean  ;  also  the  baby’s  mouth  should  be 
regularly  sponged  out  with  clean  warm  water  after  each 
meal.  These  two  precautions  are  a  great  preventative 
of  thrush.

For  the  Management  of  Infants.  (Artificially  Fed). 


Washing  and  Clothing. 

Babies  should  be  washed  all  over  daily  with  warm 
water. 

They  should  be  lightly  and  warmly  clad,  especially 
during  the  night. 

Clothing  should  be  woollen  or  flannel.  Stockings 
should  come  well  up  the  legs,  the  dress  have  long  sleeves 
and  fit  well  into  the  neck.  Flannelette  should  not  be  used 
unless  guaranteed  to  be  unburnable. 

Air  and  Exercise. 

Fresh  air  is  constantly  needed.  Take  them  out 
whenever  the  weather  is  fine.  Open  the  windows  at 
least  twice  a  day. 


Sleep. 

Babies  require  plenty  of  sleep.  Up  to  three  years 
old  a  morning  and  afternoon  sleep  at  fixed  hours  is  necessary 
Accustom  them  to  going  to  bed  while  yet  awake,  and 
avoid  nursing  them  to  sleep  in  the  arms.  If  possible  the 
child  should  sleep  in  a  cot  by  itself. 
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On  no  account  give  Soothing  Syrups  or  Teething 
Powders. 


Feeding. 

If  the  child  is  artificially  fed,  great  care  should  be  taken 
in  the  preparation  of  its  food.  The  best  artificial  food  is 
cow’s  milk  and  water  sweetened  with  a  little  sugar,  in  the 
following  proportions  : — 

Up  to  six  weeks  old :  two  parts  water,  one  part  milk. 
Amount  :  four  tablespoonfuls  of  the  mixture  every  two 
hours  during  the  day,  every  four  hours  during  the  night. 

From  six  weeks  to  three  months  old  :  one  part  water, 
one  part  milk.  Amount  :  eight  tablespoonfuls  of  the 
mixture  every  z\  hours  during  the  day,  once  during  the 
night. 

From  three  months  to  seven  months  old  :  two  parts 
milk,  one  part  water.  Amount  :  eight  tablespoonfuls  of 
the  mixture  every  three  hours  during  the  day. 

When  the  child  has  reached  the  age  of  seven  months 
it  should  have  five  meals  a  day,  three  of  which  should  be 
of  milk  thickened  with  biscuits,  oatmeal,  or  well  boiled 
bread.  The  two  other  meals  should  consist  of  twelve 
tablespoonfuls  of  milk  only.  From  nine  months  the  yolk 
of  an  egg  or  a  little  beef  tea  may  be  added  to  the  diet. 

The  milk  should  be  boiled  and  kept  in  a  clean  jug 
covered  over,  and  only  a  small  quantity  should  be  got 
ready  at  a  time.  It  should  always  be  warmed  before 
giving  it  to  the  child,  by  standing  the  bottle  in  a  bowl  of 
hot  water. 
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Never  give  a  child  sour  milk — sourness  is  detected 
sooner  by  smell  than  taste. 

Do  not  think  that  when  a  child  cries  it  is  hungry  ; 
it  is  sometimes  owing  to  overfeeding. 

Condensed  milks,  especially  skimmed  milk  brands, 
and  foods  which  need  no  fresh  milk  should  not  be  given  to 
infants,  as  these  have  been  proved  to  give  rise  to  rickets 
and  infantile  scurvy. 


The  Bottle. 

The  bottle  should  be  boat-shaped,  with  an  india- 
rubber  teat  fitting  over  the  mouth  of  the  bottle.  Thir 
can  be  easily  turned  inside  out  and  properly  cleaned. 
India-rubber  tubes  should  be  avoided.  After  each  meal 
the  bottle  and  teat  must  be  thoroughly  rinsed  out,  and 
it  will  be  safer  to  put  the  bottle  in  a  pan  of  cold  water 
and  put  on  the  fire  to  boil,  so  as  to  thoroughly  sterilise 
the  bottle. 

Young  babies  should  not  have  cornflour,  bread, 
arrowroot,  sago,  rusks,  or  any  starchy  food,  and  it  is  a 
great  mistake  to  give  children  under  two  years  old  just 
what  you  have  yourselves .” 

If  the  baby’s  mouth  is  regularly  sponged  out  with 
clean  warm  water,  it  is  a  great  preventative  of  thrush.

Information  for  Consumptives  and  Those  Living 

WITH  THEM. 


Consumption  is  a  Preventable  and 

Curable  Disease. 


Consumption  is  Chiefly  Caused  by  the  Filthy  Habit 

of  Spitting. 


Consumption  is  a  disease  of  the  lungs,  which  is  taken 
from  others,  and  is  not  simply  caused  by  colds,  although 
a  cold  may  make  it  easier  to  take  the  disease.  It  is  caused 
by  very  minute  germs,  which  usually  enter  the  body  with 
the  air  breathed.  The  matter  which  consumptives 
cough  or  spit  up  contains  these  germs  in  great  numbers — 
frequently  millions  are  discharged  in  a  single  day.  This 
matter,  spit  upon  the  floor,  wall  or  elsewhere  dries,  and 
is  apt  to  become  powdered  and  float  in  the  air  as  dust. 
The  dust  contains  the  germs,  and  thus  they  enter  the  body 
with  the  air  breathed.  This  dust  is  especially  likely  to 
be  dangerous  within  doors.  The  breath  of  a  consumptive 
does  not  contain  the  germs  and  will  not  produce  the 
disease.  A  healthy  person  only  contracts  the  disease  from 
a  consumptive  by,  in  some  way,  taking  in  the  matter 
coughed  up  by  the  consumptive. 
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Consumption  can  often  be  cured  if  its  nature  be 
recognised  early,  and  if  proper  means  be  taken  for  its 
treatment. 

It  is  not  dangerous  to  live  with  a  consumptive,  if  the 
matter  coughed  up  by  him  be  promptly  destroyed.  This 
matter  should  not  be  spit  upon  the  floor,  carpet,  stove, 
wall,  or  sidewalk,  but  always,  if  possible,  in  a  cup  kept 
for  that  purpose.  The  cup  should  contain  water  so  that 
the  matter  will  not  dry,  or  better,  carbolic  acid  in  a  five 
per  cent,  water  solution  (six  teaspoon fuls  in  a  pint  of 
water).  This  solution  kills  the  germs.  The  cup  should 
be  emptied  into  the  water  closet  at  least  twice  a  day, 
and  carefully  washed  with  boiling  water. 

* 

Great  care  should  be  taken  by  consumptives  to 
prevent  their  hands,  face,  and  clothing  from  becoming 
soiled  with  the  matter  coughed  up.  If  they  do  become  thus 
soiled,  they  should  be  at  once  washed  with  soap  and  hot 
water.  Men  with  consumption  should  wear  no  beards  at 
all,  or  only  closely  cut  moustaches.  When  consumptives 
are  away  from  home,  the  matter  coughed  up  should  be 
received  in  a  pocket  flask  made  for  this  purpose.  If  cloths 
must  be  used,  they  should  be  immediately  burned  on 
returning  home.  If  handkerchiefs  be  used  (worthless 
cloths,  which  can  be  at  once  burned,  are  far  better),  they 
should  be  boiled  at  least  half  an  hour  in  water  by  them¬ 
selves  before  being  washed.  When  coughing  or  sneezing 
small  particles  of  spittle  containing  germs  are  expelled, 
so  that  consumptives  should  always  hold  a  handkerchief 
or  cloth  before  the  mouth  during  these  acts  ;  otherwise, 
the  use  of  cloths  and  handkerchiefs  to  receive  the  matter 
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coughed  up  should  be  avoided  as  much  as  possible,  because 
it  readily  dries  on  these,  and  becomes  separated  and 
scattered  into  the  air.  Hence,  when  possible,  the  matter 
should  be  received  into  cups  or  flasks.  Paper  cups  are 
better  than  ordinary  cups,  as  the  former  with  their  contents 
may  be  burned  after  being  used.  A  pocket  flask  of  glass 
metal,  or  pasteboard  is  also  a  most  convenient  receptacle 
to  spit  in  when  away  from  home.  Cheap  and  convenient 
forms  of  flasks  and  cups  may  be  purchased  at  many 
chemists.  Patients  too  weak  to  use  a  cup  should  use 
moist  rags,  which  should  at  once  be  burned.  If  cloths 
are  used  they  should  not  be  carried  loose  in  the  pocket, 
but  in  a  water-proof  receptacle  (tobacco  pouch),  which 
should  be  frequently  boiled.  A  consumptive  should  never 
swallow  his  expectoration. 

A  consumptive  should  have  his  own  bed,  and* if  possible 
his  own  room.  The  room  should  always  have  an  abund¬ 
ance  of  fresh  air — the  window  should  be  open  day  and 
night.  The  patient’s  soiled  wash-clothes  and  bed  linen 
should  be  handled  as  little  as  possible  when  dry,  but 
should  be  placed  in  water  until  ready  for  washing. 

If  the  matter  coughed  up  be^  rendered  harmless,  a 
consumptive  may  frequently  not  only  do  his  usual  work 
without  giving  the  disease  to  others,  but  may  also  thus 
improve  his  own  condition  and  increase  his  chances  of 
getting  well. 

Rooms  which  have  been  occupied  by  consumptives 
should  be  thoroughly  cleaned,  scrubbed,  whitewashed, 
painted  or  papered  before  they  are  again  occupied.  Car¬ 
pets,  rugs,  bedding,  &c.,  from  rooms  which  have  been 
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occupied  by  consumptives,  should  be  disinfected.  Such 
articles,  if  the  Department  of  Health  be  notified,  will 
be  sent  for,  disinfected  and  returned  to  the  owner  free 
of  charge,  or,  if  he  so  desire,  they  will  be  destroyed. 

When  consumptives  move  they  should  notify  the 
Department  of  Health. 

Consumptives  are  warned  against  the  many  widely 
advertised  cures,  specifics  and  special  methods  of  treat¬ 
ment  of  consumption.  No  cure  can  be  expected  from 
any  kind  of  medicine  or  method,  except  the  regularly 
accepted  treatment,  which  depends  upon  pure  air,  an 
out-of-door  life  and  nourishing  food.
